The new District 46 aas 
78, 090 people, which is 3, - 
445 over the ideal district 
population of 74,645. It 
w ill be comprised of Bandera, 


Blanco, Frio, Hays, Ken­ 
dall and Medina counties 
and census tract numbers 
17 50, 1820, 1821 and 191G 


of Bexar County. 
Tliese cen­ 
sus tracts in Bexar County 


comprise die extreme North­ 
west comer of the county’, 
Poemer, in a Wednesday 


morning statement to the An­ 
vil Herald, said of tile new 
plan: 


"The recent House Re- 
Districting Plan drawn by Lt. 
Gov. Ben Barnes and adopted 
by three other members cf 
die tie-Districting Board, was 
a total surprise to me. 
In 
fact, Representative Schulle 
and I had no advance notice 
mat we were being paired in 
die final drawing of the Re- 
Districting Plan. 
"Prior to die final bill, 
my district was to be com ­ 


posed of Msdln* County, Frio 
County, Uvalde County and 
24, OOO out of Bexar County, 
itepresentative Schulle had 
most of Ills old district. 
"I would assume die pres­ 
ent gubernatorial race played 
a substantial part in die way 
die district was finally 
drawn." 


Over tile weekend, a San 
Antonio paper quoted Poemer 
on Ills reaction to the new 
plan and lie answered: 


"I haven’t decided which 
direction to go, yet. 
There 
is a possible legal challenge 
to the plan. 
I do know that
